GA CONTINUED GENERAL DEBATE ON DEVELOPMENT AND INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION SEPT. 3, HEARING VIEWS OF BARBADOS, 

MAURITANIA, USSR, UK, YUGOSLAVIA, LIBERIA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, 

SWEDEN, CANADA, JAMAICA AND UGANDA. SPEAKERS LISTED FOR THREE 
MEETINGS SEPT. 4 ARE: TUNISIA, EGYPT, POLAND, ZAIRE, 

DENMARK, SIERRA LEONE, PERU, MOROCCO, IRELAND, JORDAN, 

OMAN, MEXICO, BYELORUSSIA, FRANCE, NEPAL, NIGERIA, AND 
TENTATIVELY HAITI. 

BARBADOS-URGING DELEGATES TO "GET DOWN TO A PROGRAM OF IMMEDIATE 
ACTION," BARBADIAN PRIME MINISTER BARROW ENDORSED THE REPORT 
OF EXPERTS RECENTLY PRESENTED TO THE COMMONWEALTH FINANCE 
MINISTERS (THE MCINTYRE REPORT), ASKING THAT IT BE READ INTO THE 
RECORD OF THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION AS "SO ILLUMINATING ON THE 
PROBLEMS OF WHICH WE NOZDOPJ(YQ* 
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SWEDEN— SWEDISH MINISTER OF STATE LIDBOM URGED THAT EFFORTS BE 
DIRECTED TOWARD SIX SPECIFIC GOALS: 1) SATISFACTORY PRICES FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEVELOPING COUNTRIES' PRIMARY PRODUCT EXPORTS; 2) EASING 
ACCESS TO INDISTRIALIZED COUNTRIES' MARKETS; 3) 0.7 PERCENT 
TARGET FOR DEVELOPMENT AID; 4) SPECIAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE 
POOREST COUNTRIES. PARTICULARLY IN THE AREA OF DEBT; 5) IMPROVING 
THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THE UN'S ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL MACHINERY; 

AND 6) INCREASING DEVELOPING COUNTRIES' INFLUENCE IN DECISION- 
MAKING ON GLOBAL ECONOMIC QUESTIONS. IN BOTH TONE AND 
SPECIFICS. HE GENERALLY ALIGNED SWEDEN TO THE GROUP OF 77 
POSITION. (OURTEL 3995) 

JAMAICA-INISTER OF STATE THOMPSON SOUGHT TO "IMPRESS" UPON 
DELEGATES A "NEW SENSE OF URGENCY." ALTHOUGH SOME "ENCOURAGING 
STATEMENTS" HAD BEEN MADE SO FAR IN THE SESSION, THOMPSON 
NOTED THAT THERE WERE STILL MAIOR PROBLEMS WHICH CERTAIN 
COUNTRIES HAD FAILED TO ADDRESS. AFTER CALLING ON DELEGATES TO 
"STUDY" THE REPORT OF EXPERTS RECENTLY PRESENTED TO THE COMMON- 
WEALTH FINANCE MINISTERS (THE MCINTYRE REPORT), THOMPSON 
PROPOSED SOME INITIATIVES IN THE FIELDS OF FOOD AND 
RESOURCES FOR DEVELOPMENT. (OURTEL 4002) 

UGANDA- IN A STATEMENT ECHOING G-77 POSITIONS, FOREIGN MINISTER 
ABDALLA OUTLINED GOU STAND ON ISSUES OF INTERNATIONAL TRADE, 
TRANSFER OF REAL RESOURCES, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, 
INDISTRIALIZATION, FOOD AND AGRICULTURE AND UN REFORM. 

ABDALLA SUPPORTED INDEXATION. BUFFER STOCKS, AND AN INTEGRATED 
PROGRAM FOR COMMODITIES. HE ALSO SAID THAT DEBTS SHOULD 
BE CANCELLED OR REFINANCED IN "HARDSHIP" CASES, AND EXPRESSED 
HOPE THAT REFORM OF INTERNATIONAL MONETARY INSTITUTIONS WILL 
ELIMINATE AID DISCRIMINATION AGAINST UGANDA. ABDALLA 
WANTS DEVELOPED COUNTRIES AND UN SPECIALIZED AGENCIES TO 
INCREASE THE NUMBER OF TECHNICAL PERSONNEL TO DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES AND TRAIN MORE LOCAL MANPOWER IN THE USE OF 
MODERN TECHNOLOGY. HE ALSO WANTS THEM TO BEAR IN MIND 
UGANDA'S INTEREST IN INDUSTRIALIZATION BASED ON AGRICULTURE 
WHICH SHOULD BE CARRIED OUT BY UNIDO WITH SPECIAL ATTENTION 
TO THE PROBLEMS OF THE LEAST DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. HE HOPES 
THAT DEVELOPED COUNTRIES WILL SUPPORT UGANDA'S AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT BY SELLING CHEMICALS AND MACHINERY AT REDUCED 
PRICES. HE CONCLUDED WITH A PROPOSAL FOR THE CREATION 
OF AN INTER-GOVERNMENTAL COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE TO 
CONSIDER UN REFORM AT THE SPECIAL SESSION. 
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STATEMENTS BY THE SOVIET UNION, UK AND CANADA WILL BE INCLUDED 
IN A SUBSEQUENT SUMMARY. 

-GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS MADE SEPT. 2- 

ARGENTINA IN ONE OF THE SHORTEST GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS 
THUS FAR. ARGENTINE PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE ORTIZ DE ROZAS 
ENDORSED THE GROUP OF 77 INITIATIVES (WHICH ARGENTINA HELPED 
DRAFT) AND EMPHASIZED THE TRANSCENDENTAL IMPORTANCE OF THE 
SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION IN THE PROCESS OF AFFIRMING AND 
CONSOLIDATING THE "NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER." DE 
ROZAS DECRIED "FALSE INTERPRETATIONS" OF INTER-DEPENDENCE AND 
SAID EFFECTIVE INTERDEPENDENCE WILL ONLY EXIST WHEN THE FULES OF 
THE GAME HAVE BEEN CHANGED SO THAT STRUCTURAL DISEQUILIBRIUM 
NO LONGER WORKS AGAINST THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. INTER- 
DEPENDENCE, HE SAID, IMPLIES A CONCENTRATED INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATIVE EFFORT WITH THE MAIOR RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT AND OPERATION OF THE "NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER" FALLING TO THE HIGHLY DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. IN 
ADDITION TO A GENERAL ENDORSEMENT OF THE GROUP OF 77 
PROGRAM, DE ROZAS HIGHLIGHTED PARTICULARLY URGENT PROBLEM 
AREAS, INCLUDING: COMMODITIES, TRADE, FOOD AND 
AGRICULTURE, EXTERNAL DEBT AND STRENGTHENING THE ROLE OF THE 
CENTRAL ORGANS OF THE UNITED NATIONS. (REPEATED INFO 
BUENOS AIRES) 

CHINA-SPEECH OF LI CHIANG. MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE, WAS 
SIMILAR TO THAT OF CHINESE STATEMENT AT 1974 SPECIAL SESSION, 
ALTHOUGH IT HAD A SOMEWHAT EXPANDED ANTI-SOVIET SLANT. 

CHIANG CONTENDED THAT SUPERPOWERS WERE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC PROBLEMS OF WORLD, CALLED ON THIRD 
WORLD TO REJECT SUPERPOWER CONTROL AND TO COMBAT SUPERPOWER 
WAR PREPARATIONS, REITERATED CHINA'S MEMBERSHIP IN 
THIRD WORLD, AND STATED CHINA PLACED TOP PRIORITY ON 
DEVELOPING AGRICULTURE AND IS COMMITTED TO ASSISTING 
OTHERS WITH THEIR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. CHIANG ACCUSED US 
OF OPPOSING THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER SO AS TO PRO- 
TECT ITS OWN INTERESTS, BUT HE DESCRIBED THE SOVIET UNION 
AS "MORE GREEDY, INSIDIOUS AND UNSCRUPULOUS THAN OLD-LINE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IMPERIALISM" AND CHARGED IT WAS STEPPING UP INFILTRATION 
INTO THE THIRD WORLD. HE WELCOMED GRUNK AND CALLED FOR 
PROMPT ADMISSION TO THE UN OF THE TWO VIETNAMS. 
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
